DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed on 25 February 201 0. By the 
amendment, claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 8, 11, 12, 15, and 17-20 have been amended, and claims 
21-24 have been newly added. Accordingly, claims 1-12 and 14-24 are pending in the 
instant application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 25 
February 2010 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

3. The amendment to claim 19 has been considered, and as a result, the claim 
objection is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-12 and 14-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
prior art that discloses, in combination with the other claimed limitations, the member 
including a protruding portion that protrudes radially inward toward and opposes a side 
surface of the outer circumferential part of the substrate, the protruding portion having a 
downward facing lyophilic surface. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
